Srr,—Some time ago I had the privilege of 
making a week-end retreat at Rathfarnham 
Castle, which is under the care of the Jesuit 
Fathers, The Rev. Father Barrett, S. J., who 
conducted the retreat, in a lecture on the 
rélations of Labour and Capital explained the 
doctrine of strikes so clearly and so briefly 
that the publication of it at the present 
moment, when so many rush into strikes 
without counting the cost, will, I believe, be 
most useful. 

Strikes, said the lecturer, are never 
lawful except certain conditions are present. 
These conditions are :—First, the advantages 
sought by tlie workers are ones to which they 
have a just claim. Second, a peaceful solution 
of the ‘difficulties must have been tried and 
found ineffectual. Third, the grievances com- 
plained of must outweigh the evil results that 
are likely to follow from the strike. Fourth, 
thete must be good grounds for hoping that 
the strike will be successful.—Yours, etc.,
